Mr.  Steere  received  his  train¬ 
ing  at  University  School  of  Mus¬ 
ic,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  and  was 
awarded  his  artist  diplomas  in 
piano  and  organ  in  1922.  He  re¬ 
ceived  his  A.  M.  Degi’ee  with  a 
major  in  musicology  in  1932.
